Witnees—My name is John Oassidy; 
residence at 637 South Olive street, Los 
Angeles; knew Mrs. Baynton in her life- 
time; recognize her dead body in the next 
room; last saw her alive about 7 or 7% 
o’clock last evening, in front of Mr. 
Kipp’s house on Olive street; she was 
standing talking to her husband when I 
saw her; she was at the gate, inside the 
fence, and Baynton was at the corner 
of our lot immediately adjoining our lot; 
she said, ‘‘ Now, Albert you’ve kicked me 
twice to-night, and I don’t want to have 
anything more to do with you,’’ he said 
he would make her come home and do 
the work for him; he would not let her 
be at that house all the time; she said she 
wouldn’t do it; she was going to stay 
there; he walked off, making some 
reply I couldn’t understand; he went 
to his house; saw him after that 
I fed and watered my horses; saw him 
then tearing the pickete off Kipp’s fence; 
said he wouldn’t have that d——d dog 
biting him all the time. He took the 
pickets off the side of the gate. He was 
talking to his wife, who was on the porch. 
She stood there awhile, and then went 
into Mr. Kipp’s house. There was a dog 
in the yard then; it wae Kipp’s large 
Newfoundland dog. Baynton was on the 
sidewalk with his hands on the gate. 
Mrs. Baynton said, ‘Sick ’em, Carlo.’’ 
The dog was not barkipg or trying to 
bite Baynton. Then she wert away, and 
Mr. Kipp came and took the dog 
away. Baynton said something to which 
Mrs. Baynton did not reply. Did not hear 
what Baynton said. Then Baynton went 
over to his own house—the fourth house 
from Kipp’s. Some little time afterward 
I started togo to the corner of Sixth and 
Olive streets, when I saw Baynton come 
out of his own bouse, he had on‘a black 
overcoat and white pants. I passed his 
gate. Saw him go towards Kipp’s. I 
stopped and turned around and went 
back home. Went in the back yard when 
I heard them wrangling again. Returned 
to the front yard. Could not hear what 
either of them said. Just heard a couple 
of words spoken, when Baynton kicked 
open the door of Mr. Kipp’s house, and 
eaid sométningI couldn’t hear, and then 
commenced firing.

There is usually a sense of 
weariness upon littie exercise. a dispositien 
to remain psssive and idle, despondency 
oftentimes from no apparent cause, a pecu- 
liar sensitiveness to the effect of cold, and 
breathiesenegs as upon moving, cr descend- 
ing a biil or ttaira,a slight hacking cough 
withor without expecturation, excitability 
upon slight occesions, fying pains through 
the chest or back or under the shoulder 
blades. The symptoms are more noticeable 
toward or during the night, siight fever in 
the afternoon, cold feet and hbands,or in 
many cases a blue lividity of the lips and 
roots of the floger nails.
